Al I lie risk of winding up BIG DAVL I will 
now urguc why I view Ihc idea of a PIJNK 
■ KN GLAND fan is against everything that Punk 
stands for. 

I should add that I am speaking as someone who 
used to regularly attend I ENGLAND games in Ihc 
late 80s- to see STIiVH BULL play at all levels for 
LNGLAND - so I feel that I write with some 
justification. 

When attending I used to lose count of Ihc number 
of SKRIiWDRIVLR t-shirts and assorted right wing 
paraphernalia that adorned the LNGLAND ’support’ 
Personally I don’t want to be lumped in with this sort 
of crowd so I became increasingly disenfranchised 
with the whole affair (That and GRAHAM 
IAYLOR dropping BULLY) and eventually 
slopped going to international’s. 

Now, it could be argued that by not going ! am 
playing into the hands of the extreme right - by not 
offering a dissenting voice in the crowd - but I go to 
football to be entertained, not to make a political 
point. 

I should add here that my own political views are 
neither left wing or right wing. I just see things 
through untainted glass and try to live my life 
accordingly. 

When present at ENGLAND matches I certainly 
don’t feel pride in being LNGLISII, only in being 
PUNK and myself. To this day I still believe that 
Blind patriotism/ nationalism is Ihc preserve of Ihc 
intellectually challenged, to be used as a vehicle by 
those prone to using violence as a way to solve 
arguments. Surely then is it not a knee-jerk reaction 
to continue to follow a regime/ team that you know is 
morally corrupt? 

I feel many similarities in the field of music. Being an 
avid fan of Oi! I frequently have to defend myself 
against charges of being a Nazi (by those not 
possessing the intellect to look beyond appearances). 
So many people see your crop and boots and expect 
you to be a Mein Kampf s|>ouling lunatic. 

Puck ’em I say , I don’t have to justify my taste in 
music or clothes to anyone. If someone thinks I’m 
one way or another that’s up to them. I’ve more 
important things to bother about. 

However back to my original point. Punk in my 
opinion, is about having a laugh , having a say. It is 
not about slavish devotion to any one cause or 
country. Hence my question mark against sup|)orting 
the LNGLAND football team. 
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Those that tty to harness the violent aggressive side 
of PUNK for political means have conic unstuck - 
mainly because of the individualistic creative minds 
that make up the bulk of Punks following. 

But this is also what football inspired nationalism 
attempts to do - subjugate the individual with the 
faceless uniformity of the masses. It strips away the 
freedom of the soul and releases it with an all 
consuming mantra of dogma and obedience. I hc end 
result, ultimately, is the ’just obeying orders* 
merchants who caused DACHAU and their like. 
That is why Patriotism is a cancer in society. Being 
LNGLISII is nothing special to be celebrated, in my

They had another gig that day which would probably be better received once 
people had had a few pints. *ANTI PATRIOTS ★ were on next, another young local 
band who we had spotted earlier wandering through the town with one lad wearing a 
classic punk rock jacket. A mixed bunch of lads and this was reflected in their set - 
great punk songs. At last ★COMBAT SHOCK* the band we had come all this way to 
see and the organisers of today's event took to the stage. Battling with a dodgy 
monitor which had been playing up since the start of the day, Mel screamed into two 
microphones as they stormed through familiar songs from their Wishful Drinking CD. 
Mel baited the crowd and g6t some good pogoing going but Dee (who must be over 
60) was the ton danrer nf tho Hay. A great b :, t too short set This was also the first 
time we had seen ★CHESTERS our friends from North London play. They only arrived 
minutes before they were due on but they exploded into action, getting nearly 
everybody up and dancing with their poppy punk sound and the promise of a go on the 
tambourine if you braved it near the front. Pam bounded on and off the stage with the 
audience as they blasted through a singalong selection including She Fell Over and 
Periscope. Unfortunately, we missed most of the ★NERVOUS TENSION ★ set whilst 
chatting in the bar - sorry lads. ★AIRBOMB* are another band on Bomb Factory 
Records and were much harder and aggressive than I had imagined. Monday Morning 
is a real classic - great stuff. Again we missed most of the ★SHORT & CURLIEST set 
(gossiping again) but they seemed to be a good Oi band and went down well with the 
rest of the audience. ★RED FLAG 77 ★ opened with a Road Rage song to confuse us 
all and were later joined on stage by Mel plus Sue from PMT to do kareoke covers of 
What's My Name (The Clash), Sick on You (The Boys) and Numbers (The Adverts). 
Their own songs, including Lipstick and How Low, stand out as real classics. 
Unfortunately, we weren't treated to Football Crazy but you can hear this on their new 
CD which is out NOW! Last up for our delight were ★ROAD RAGE* who, although 
they had been propping up the bar since the doors opened, rocked through their new 
single, the Nothin' to Declare CD and a cover of Mrs Robinson (why?) but no Red Flag 
song. Pete donned a pink nightie from a young member of the audience as we 
pogoed the night away. A healthy looking scene in the area with a mixture of 
youngsters and older punks and old farts like myself along with a great venue and 
bands on stage on time made for a good hot ar.d sticky day out. Cheers again to Sonny 
and Mel for all the effort they put into organising the day.
